federal grants over the next five 
years In help conquer the nation's 
critical school shortage. 


In a special message, the Presi- 


dent also asked authority for 
fed- 


eral purchase of up 
to 50 million 


duihii'o worth of local school bonds 
—if school districts cannot 
sell 


them in private markets at rea- 
sonable interests rates —and 
20 


million dollars for grants to 
the 


states for school planning. 


In summary, this would mean a 


fedora"! outlay over five years of 
some two billion with 750 million 
to. be returned through eventual 
payment of bonds. 


The states would be 
require:! to 


match the federal grants for con- 
struction. 
; - - 


The matching, however, 
would 


be under a formula whereby the 
wealthiest states put up $2 for each 
$1 or federal money while the poor- 
er states would get $2 for each 
§>1 they put out. 


Eisenhower said a cardinal prin- 


ciple of his program is that "fed- 
eral grants must not reduce the 
incentive for state und local 
ef- 


forts—but rather should stimulate 
an increase' in such efforts." 


"With (his program," Eisenhow- 


er 
said in his 2600-word 
message 


"we can lay the basis'for 
butler 


education in America in tin- years 
ahead. In this way we keep faith 
with our children." 
" He made no mention of a ques- 
tion already stirring Congress — 
whether 
federal 
education 
aid 


should go only to states 
adhering 


to the Supreme Court's ruling bar- 
ring nice sercgation. 


One reason Congress 
got 
no- 


where in the last session on school 
aid was a split over this question. 
Eisenhower's 
plan for 
needier 


states to gel the biggest share 
of 


federal money collides with a bill 
by Rep. Kelley (D-Pa) 
w h i c h 


would supply Vi billion in federal 
grants over 
a four-year period. 


This bill, already approved by the 
House Education Committee, 
is 


due for early action. 


The Kelley plan would 
provide 


money to the states on the basis 
of (he number of school age child- 
ren. 


Eisenhower cautioned his 
pro- 


gram should be considered only as 
an 
emergency 
measure design- 


ed to help slates and local commu- 
nities "overcome the nation's cri- 
tical classroom shortage within five 
years." 


"Once 
this 
shortage is over- 


come, the federal grant program 
can and must go forward without 
federal funds, to meet their current 
and future needs. 
Present 
con- 


struction levels indicate their abi- 
lity to do this." 


A fact sheet issued by the De- 


partment of Welfare in connection 
with the message estimated 
that 


school construction needs over, the 
next five years will be about 170,- 
000 classrooms. 


This summary also s'.iirl 
that 


state and local governments will 
build (iT.COO classrooms this year 
at a c.ist of 2'o billion dollars. 


The President set forth a picture 


of a nation with school rooms al- 
ready jammed and the 
shortage 


growing sharply. 


"Today, hundreds of thousands 


of children study under overcrowd- 
ed conditions, 
in half - day or 


doubled-up school sessions, or 
in 


makeshift buildings not. designed 
a? schools," he said. 


He cautioned that "th'j respon- 


sibility for public education rests 
with the slates and the local com- 
munities." 


And, ho 
said, 
federal 
action 


'•which infringes upon this 
prin- 


ciple is alien 
to 
our 
system." 


Nevertheless, he remarked

the nation's history has shown the

eastern Colorado suffered from dry 
weather and dust .storms.

Slams Faubus 
for Not Closing 


Spa Gambling

LITTLE ROCK, (if) — Atty. Gen 


Tom Gentry charged today 
that 


Gov. Orval Faubus had violated a 
campaign promise to "close" Hot 
Springs and thai illegal gambling 
end liquor law violations 
had 


been "open and notorious" during 
Faubus' year in office. 


Gentry declared that the situa- 


tion at Hot Springs is "comparable 
to the situation which existed 
in 


Phcnix City, Ala.." shortly 
before 


an Alabama attorney general was 
assasinated in 1954. 


He said the "condition is 
not 


condoned in any respect by 
the 


many, many respectable 
citizens 


of Hot Springs who appear to 
be 


helpless." 


The attorney general, 
consider- 


ed an almost certain 
candidate 


against Faubus in this year's gu- 
bernatorial race, listed 24 places he 
said were found violating gambling 
or liquor laws or both in the Hot 
Springs area last Saturday night in 
a four-page letter to the governor. 
The letter was accompanied by a 
dozen or so enlarged and 
mount- 


ed photographs which the attorney 
general told reporters were taken 
with 'a concealed camera during 
last Saturday night's investigation. 


The letter said: 
"I am giving you this informa- 


tion for your 
action because 
of 


your jurisdiction over the 
state 


police and the officers of the Al- 
coholic Beverage Control 
Board, 


which are charged with the en- 
forcement o£ our liquor laws 
and 


because of the promise you made 
to the people of the state of Ar- 
jkansas to clean up this mess." 


In the letter Gentry didn't say 


whether he planned any move oth- 
er than informing the governor. He 
told reporters, however, that 
if 


Faubus didn't act he would seek 
a mandatory injunction from Gar- 
land Chancery Court to close the 
establishments.

Dulles May 
Have Done 
ItAgain

WASHINGTON (/ft—Secretary

State Dulles has gained a reputa- 
tion for sometimes 
starting the 


harsh facts of his diplomacy 
in 


blunt 
undiplomatic words 
which 


stir up controversy. 


Today, it appears, he may have 


done it again. 


He may also have sparked 
a 


debate in this election campaign 
jyear on the effectiveness of the 
"policy of deterrence" he credits 
with holding the Chinese Commu- 
nists at bay in Korea and Indo- 
china in 1953, and more recently 
in the Formosa area. 


Tn nHdition. IIP seems to hnve 


opposed sharply the question of the 
extent to whicn fear of American 
readiness to wage atomic war is 
a brake on Communist expansion. 


In an article in Lief magazine, 


iut today, Dulles is quoted as say- 
ing it is "a pretty fair inference" 
that America's readiness lo fight 
on a broader scale if 
necessary 


brought the Korean War to an end 
and that the same "policy of de- 
terrence" kept the Red 
Chinese 


from marching into Indochina prior 
to mid-1954 and has stopped them 
in the Formosa area. 


He was also quoted as saying: 
"You have to take chances for 


peace, just as you must 
take 


chances in war. Some say ihnt we 
were brought to the verge of war 
in the three instances cited. Of 
course wo were brought to 
the 


verge of war. 


"The ablity to get to tha verge 


without gutting into war 
is 
the 


necessary art. If you cannot mas- 
ter it, you inevitably get into war. 
If you try'to run away from it, i£ 
you are scared to go to the brink, 
you are lost. 


"We've had to look it square in 


the tace. . . We walked to 
the 


brink and we looked it in the face. 
We took strong action." 


The three situations Dulles cited 


took somewhat different forms. In 
general the United States told tha 
Communists, by various r.ubiic or 
private means, that it might 
go 


to war if they went to far—if they 
attacked Formosa, for instance!.

NEW DELHI, India Ml — The 


Soviet Union is reported sharply 
stepping up its offers of economic 
assistance to India. 


Indian officials disclosed that the 


Russians have offered 
tc build a 


complete alunlnum industry and to 
expand a major hydroelectric proj- 
ect in this country. These and pre- 
vious Soviet offers to build 
steel 


mills and aid Indian oil exploration 
ore believed only a beginning in 
the Russia campaign. 


Informants say, 
however, 
the 


Reds ,arc finding the going ylow, 
with the Indians examining every 
anele of any Russian proposition. 


Indian officials so far will con- 


firm only the Russian offers for 
the aluminum and 
hydroelectric 


projects, which they say arc both 
still in the discussion stago. It was 
understood the unresolved factors 
include prices and credit terms. 


India's small aluminum industry 


now produces about 7,000 tons 
a 


jear. The second 
five-year 
plan 


starting in April calls for boosting' 
production to 30,000 tons. Officials, 
said Russia has offered to supply* 
technicians and machinery to aid 
the undertaking all along the line.

Dulles Finally 
Calls on Folks 
to'Wake Up'

WASHINGTON, Ufl —A few dates 


and statements out of the life of 
Secretary of State 
Dulles 
offer 


some insights into his ideas about 
foreign policy and his handling of 
it. 


In April 1952, after watching the 


Truman administration for 
sevpn 


years devise various means 
for 


blocking Soviet expansion 
—such 


as foreign aid and military allian- 
ces—Dulles said: 


The United States was too much 


on the "defensive" when it should 
have taken the initiative; it was; 
"dancing to whatever tune'' 
the 


Russians played; and "most of our 
actions have ben reactions to So- 
viet Communist actions." 


Since he became secretary 
of 


state in 1953 he has followed in a 
general way the broad policies of I 
former President Truman: a con- 
tinuance of foreign aid arid 
even 


more military aid. It is perhaps 
the only way. No one in authority 
lias advocated another. 


Last Nov. 29 Dulles told a news 


conference the United S t a t e s 
"very distinctly" had the initia- 
tive in the Middle East. He said: 
"I Relieve what we are doing in 
the Middle East is of incompar- 
ably greater importance and sig- 
nificance thgn these tentative pro- 
posals the Soviets are making." 


After this expression of 
confi- 


dence the secretary said the Unit- 
ed States was not 
going .to be 


drawn into an attempt to match 
every offer of economic aid the 
Soviets may make to the Middle 
East and Asia. 


But on Dec. 20—by this time 


the visits of Soviet leaders to the 
Middle East and Asia were being 
considered a propaganda success, 
at least—Dulles 
made 
it known 


the administration wanted to step 
up Its aid to the Middle East. 


And President Eisenhower — al- 


thou.ah th.p'-e has been congression- 
al opposition to continuing 
and 


prolonging foreign 
aid—said 
in 


his Jan. 5 State of the Union mes- 
sage his administration wanted to 
set up a 10-year foregn aid pro- 
gram. 


Then 
yesterday 
Dulles, 
with 


Sisenhower's approval, called 
on 


the nation to "wake up" to all the 
Implications facing this country in 
:ts struggle to keep the backward 
countries from Russia by econo- 
mie help. 


It wasn't the call so much 
that 


was unusual as the way In which 
t was made. 


Dulles and his State 
Depart- 


ment have responsibility for mak- 
ing foreign policy. 
But 
Dulles 


said he 
and 
Eisenhower had 


approved a statement prepared by 
the American delegation to 
the 


United Nations. 


This 
statement informed 
the 


country the Russians have shifted 
their tactics and that defeat 
in 


competing with them in helping 
underdeveloped 
countries econo- 


mically might cost this 
country 


the cold war. 


Why Dulles had not long be- 


fore this called on the country to 
"wake up" or why the warning 
had to be thought up by the U.N. 
delegation instead 
of the 
State 


Department isn't clear.
